The 
importance  of  cereals  in  the  world  food  economy  makes  it  highly  desirable  that  growers 
recognize  these  smut  diseases  and  try  to  control  them.  This  bulletin  describes  the  important 
cereal  smuts  in  the  United  States  and  gives  directions  for  their  control.

In  an  average  year  3,500  people  lose  their  lives  in  farm-building  fires.  The  value  of  live- 
stock, crops,  machinery,  and  other  property  destroyed  averages  $100  million  a  year.  Much 
of  this  tragedy  and  material  loss  could  be  prevented  if  farmers  would  properly  construct 
and    locate    farm    buildings.    Safety    suggestions    are    given    in    this    new    bulletin.

This  insect  is  found  from  Alabama  and  northern  Florida  to  Maryland.  The  insect  causes 
serious  damage  to  corn  in  Georgia,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and  Virginia,  and 
occasionally  it  is  an  important  pest  in  southern  and  eastern  Maryland.  Unfortunately, 
farmers  pay  little  attention  to  it  until  their  fields  are  nearly  destroyed.  Preventive  measures 
are  given.
